NATIONALISTS BACK DOWN; 
WILL SUPFORT ASQUITH. 


London, Feb. 22—The Na 
tionalists at their meeting to- 
day adopted resolutions which 
will materialiy lessen the po- 
litieal tension. They voted un- 
animously not to complicate 
the great issue of the constitu 
tional struggle between tihe 
Commons and Lords by thinder- 
ing the work oi parliament. 

This was declared to be a 
strong reinforcement of the 
Liberals and a |back down from 
the position the Irish took up 
yesterday, when Mr. Redmond 
threatened his patty would de- 
feat the budget unless they had 
positive assurance on the ques- 
tion of the Lords’ veto as the 
first step towards home rule. 
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London, Feb, 21—The crisis in Eng- 
lish government affairs which John 
E. Redmond lately predicted, has 
come. Parliament was formally op- 
ened today for the business oi legisla- 
tion, and the procedure outlined by 
Premier Asquith made it*clear that 
the budget would be taken up first in- 
stead of the Londs’ veto.

EVEN UNIONISTS MAY 
: NOW SUPPORT BUDGET. 


London, Feb. 22—A. J. Bal- 
four, speaking at a Unionist 
luncheon teday declared that 
the Unionists had no intention 
of putting unnecessary difficul- 
ties in the way during the con- 
sideration of the present fin- 
ancia} problems, but that there 
were nevertheless fundamental 
and vital differences betwéen 
the government’s stand and 
that of the opposition in the 
budget and House of Lords’ 
crisis. :

Nationalists Must Give Way. 

The Times’ parliamentary corres- 
pondent, who is usually accurately 
informed, asserts that the government 
will not depart from the policy an- 
nouneéd by the Premicr yesterday. 
Therefore if the government and whe 
Nationalists are to come into line the 
Nationalists must give way. In other 
words ,they will have to consent to 
some form of compromise of form and 
not of substance.

Engineers FReports Will Relieva 
Much Misapprehension With Re- 
ference to the Cost of the Alberta 
& Great Waterways Railway Line. 


A Liberal caucus was jheld last 
night in the quarters of the Young 
(Men’s Liberal club. All the members 
of the legislature of the Libera) party 
with the exception or fron. Mr, Cush- 
ing, J. A. MeDougall, Edmonton; J. 
R. Boyle, Sturgeon; E. H. Riley, 
Gleichen .and L. M. Roberts, High 
River, who has refused the offer of 
the deputy speakership, were in at- 
tendance. A large part of the time 
was taken up inaliscussion of the cost 
of construetion of the Alberta & Great 
Waterways dine, and members of the 
government. informed the caucus tuat 
the statements of the engineers would 
clear up much of the misapprehen- 


sion in this regard. It was also 
pointed out thet General Manager 
Chamberiin of the G. T. P. had 


stated that the cost of the branch line 
of that railway from Tofield to Cam- 
ms was $25,000.00 a mile. This 
line was built where there were 20 
muskegs or other natural difficulties 
such as are to be encountered on tha 
line from Edmonton to Fort Me- 
Murray. and which is guaranteed for 
$20,000 per mile.

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NAVAL DEBATE 
DRAGGING ALONG 


No New Policy Propounded by Op- 
position—Minister of Interior 
Opposes Millers’ Bill. 


Ottawa, Feb. 21—The Commons to- 
day got well into the dotdrums with 
the new navy. The pros and cons 
of the subject were pretty well ex- 
hauste with the speeches of the 
past two weks and today the debate 
revived itself into a debating back 
and forward over the old ground with- 


out even the enlivenment of another 
new policy being shot from the op- 
ition lockers. A. B. Warburton, of 
tince Edwat Island. who resumed 
the debate in the afternoon, was fol- 
lowed iby A. H. Cowan, of Vancouver, 
this evening, and Raiph Smith, of 
Nanaimo, had just got nicely started 
when the House adjourned. He will 
continue tomorrow. A Jistless quorum 
of members kept watch during the five 
hours of talk. 

Mr. Warburton devoted the major 
part of his speech to a discussion of 
the alleged German peril on the actu- 
ality of which practically the whole 
opposition case for a direct contnibu- 
tion rests. 

He gave a careful analysis of rela- 
tive British and German naval 
strength and showed that in the 
matter of ships, guns and general of 
fectiveness there was no danger for 
at least some years to come that Bri- 
tain’s supremacy on the seas coukl be 
successfully challenged, 

Empirc Behind Britain. 

The German peril as Mr, Warbur 
ton. viewed it. was offset by the su- 
perior start Britain now had, by the 
determinatiqn and power of the Em- 
ptre acting as a united whole to main 
tain its present position of supremacy 
and by the fact that France, Italy and 
Russia were likely to side with the 
British in preventing Germany from 
getting control of the seas. 

Mr. Cowan, who signalized his ad- 
vent in the Comumons a year ago by 
making a violent attack on Sir Wil- 
fried Laurier, spent two hours’ — to- 
night in what was for the moet part 
a general tirade of invective against 
the premier for sowing “the Joath- 
some seed of separation.” He also 
levelled his peashooter against Hon 
Rodolphe Lemieux for “the malignant 
indelicacy of his allusiona to Mr 
Monk.”’

Graham. explained that brakemen re 
cognized «the necessity of this in 
crowded railway yards. but objected 
to doing it over certain portions of 
the lines of railways on the ground 
that in cold weather ‘it constitutes a 
hardship.

$75,000 GRANT FOR NEW 
EXHIBITION GROUNDS 


But Ratepayers Yesterday Turned Down 
the Rice and Howard Streets Corner 
for the Public Library—First Street 
Site Endorsed for the New Market 
Building. 


The ratepayers of the city expressed 
themselves decisively on the three ques. 
tions submitted to them yesterday in the 
voting on the money bylaws and the ve 
lection of a site for the market build. 
ings. 

By a vote of 1731 to 215 they decided 
upon « grant of $75,000 towards the new 
east end exhibilion grounds for the erec. 
tion of buildings and general improve- 
ments, 

In similarly decisive manner they re- 
jected the proposed site for the Library 
at the corner of Howard and Rice street 
by turning down the bylaw to provide 
for the purchase of that property. This 
leaves the city council open to purchase 
the High School site or to place the 
library on the civic square, as may be 
decided in the future. 

In the vote to make a sélection of a 
site for the new market building the hay 
market property was chosen in prefer. 
ence to the present Rice street block. 
This leaves the latter unobstructed for 
the erection of a city hall and if advise 
able other civic buildings in the future,

GRAFT IN NEW YORK. 


Startling Evidence Brought Out in 
"Beate Bribery Scandals. 


Albany, N. Y.. Feb. 21,—The legis- 
tative bribery scandal, so far as the 
bridge companies are concerned. was 
definitely put. up to the Republican 
party today in the closing of Senator 
Ben Conger’s examination. Conger 
made it clear that the contribution he 
made to the Republican campaign 
fund in 1902 was for the purpose 
of buying protection for the bridge 
companies, Futhermore, the declared 
the bridge companies made no con- 
tribution to the Democratic state cam- 
paign fund. Describing his call on 
Col. George W. Dunn, chairman of 
the Republican State organization, at 
his office here in 1902, Conger said: 

“T told Col Dunn about the matter 
of the PD bbdey year—the alleged 
strike bills—and told him those sev- 
eral bills were again introduced ana 
that we would not submit to black- 
mail any more; that we were Republi- 
cans and had contributed to Republi- 
can campaign funds. I asked him to 
cail off such strike legislation and ne 
said he would do what he could.” 

Asked why he did not rise in the 
assembly in 1901 and tell his col- 
leagues regarding this strike legisla- 
tion Conger replied bitterly: “With 
the speaker (Nixon) and the leader 
(Allds) both holding us up for black- 
mail, I did not think it would do any 
good.” 

Conger today voievd a new charg 
against Allds when he accused him of 
trying to hold up the bridge com. 
panies again in 1902 when ihe present 
highway lew was being drafted by 
the committee of which Allds was 
chairman. Allds met Conger in the 
railway station at Albany late in 
1907, and this is what Conger declares 
Allds said to him: “We are getting 
our report up on the general high. 
way bill. There are some bad things 
going into that bill for you fellows. 
You'd better get up and see us.” 

Several Senators crossexamined 
Conger today in an attempt to leasen 
the damaging effect of jis recent al- 
legations against Speaker Nixon and 
Assemblyman Jean Barlett, but Con- 
ger stuck to his charges, . 


KUROPATKIN ISSUES NEW BOOK. 


Will Criticize Freely The Action’ of 
Administration. 


St. Petersburg, Feb. 21.—General 
Kuropatkin, who since the end of the 
Russo-Japanese war, has devoted him- 
self almost exclusively to literary 
labor, is now working on a new book, 
*‘Russia’s military problems,” 

In it he discusses the program of 
army reorganization, defeets in the 
upper strata of the army, the ques- 
tion of the defence’ of the western 
frontier and the protection of what 
is left of Russia’s far eastern empire. 

General Kuropatkin is known to 
possess views on Manchuria and the 
fortification of Poland, strongly differ- 
ing from those held in high military 
and diplomatic circ:es where the new 
book, it is said, will be only by sd 
less sensational than the fou 
volume of his history af* the Russo- 
Japanese war. It probably will be 
published only for circulation in the 
general staff and higher administra- 
tive spheres, with unauthorized 
foreign translations.

As Messrs, Pheasey & Batson had 
been refused an extension of time in 
order to do some close figuring, the 
board at first hesitated in accepting 
this tender, and it was not opened 
until after considerable discussion. 
It was taken up under protest from 
the building commissioner and found 
to be the lowest tender received. 

The board decided in favor of Bed- 
ford stone trimmings and _ wire-cut 
brick for facing, a saving of, about 
$2,000 being effected by using this 
|kind of brick instead of pressed brick. 
Trustee Ferris and the building com- 
missioner strongiy favored the use of 
pressed brick, because of the better 
appearance it would give the school.
